Fever Will Be Common In tbe Bontb. 
Tbe Death Rate Very Small This Tear.

Nbw York, Oct ».— Ex-Mayor William 
A. Oonrtenay, of Obarlaaton, S. C, known 
throughout tiw aontb aa **tbe earthquake 

mayor," arrived in town a few daya ago to 

attend the meeting of the Peabody trii-tees. 
He was seen at the Fifth Avenue hotel Satur- 
day afternoon by a reporter, and was asked 
hia viewa regarding tbe present yellow fever 
epidemic In the aontb. He aaid: 

"It ia a demonstrated fact that yellow 
fever is imported aad it would seem that 
common sense would dictate an entire sus 
pension of communication between the 
southern atetea and the hom« of tli(> yellow 
fever in tbe tropica. Thia aaams to have been 
deliberately aet askle for a ynar or two peat 
and tbe oonaaqnaaoe Is tbat with awitt 
steamer communieatton, from Tampa to Key 
West and Havana, and as alleged, a contra- 
band trade between the wast ooaat of Florida 
and Cuba in full blast the dlsasaa hsB been 
iniport«il into Florida. 

"Nothing less than absolute non-inter- 
course for more than half the year during 
hot weather, will reme<ly this great evil. If 
the present business arrangements between 
Florida and Cuba are maintained, we shall 
soon have yellow fever common in the gulf 
stetes certainly, and |>erhaps in those further 
north. There seems to \m kical influences, 
corporate iiiid private, in Florida winch are 
dependent upon this commuiu cation with 
Cuba. It is a questiim for the country at 
large, and es|>ecially for the southern stabi-s, 
to decide whether tlie lives of their cit i/.ens 
are to lie endanL;eri'd and their iniinense busi- 
ness intere-.ts |R'riiiaiiently iiijiiied to satisi'y 
what Kei'ins to lie ihe relaliveiy siiiali busi- 
ness in Fioriila, 

"Th'-re I'an bo no doubt tint locril lu-alth 
oflicer- (U. Ivey West and raiM|i i. as well iis 
the oUice of the United Slates marin e hos- 
pital -ervice, have a<-(piiescH.| in thi^ r i f i d 
communication with Cuba duriii^; the p ist 
two yeuis If anytliini; is to be ilone lu 
congress it slioiiM done promiitiv and at 
once.

these urte ies proves conclusively that yi liow 
fever is a direct importation from the 
tropica." _
